The Norwich public schools made an
attendance percentage in the grades of
.958 for September, the first month of
tne present school year. This general
average is brought to a comparatively
low figure largely because of the sue
cession of Hebrew holidays occurring
in the month, thus cutting down the
attendance figures In some of the dis
tricts.

Two of the schools, Hobart avenue
and Occam, made the notable record of
having no cases of tardiness in Sep
tember,. while three schools, Taftville,
Falls and Laurel HM, had but one
eacn.

The annual enumeration f the
children of school age in the town was
completed on Wednesday t-- the two
enumerators, Tyler D. Guy ani Cor-
nelius J. Downes, and the figures were
turned over to school . superintendent
E. J. Graham. They , showed a toial of
5.957, which is 14 less than were ennm-erate- d

last vear, when the count was
5,971, and the gain from the proceed
ing year was 137. With the present
loss of 14, the 1914 enumeration is
still 123 ahead of that made in 112.

The enumeration figures secured
from the basis on which the state pays
to the town for school purposes at the
rate of $2.25 per child and one of the
peculiar things about the present fig-

ure is that it is just a little more than
meets the amount that the selectmen
estimated would be received, when theY
made up their budget. It was their es-

timate that J13.400 would be received,
while the amount that this enumera-
tion will give will be $13,403.20.

Mr. Guy and Mr. Downes began the
count on the first of September ' and
have worked expeditiously at it ever
since. Through their previous experi-
ence in the same work and the ac-
quaintances with the town and ' the
people which they have obtained in
their work as registrars of voters, they
have been well qualified to do this

1,000 ACRES BURNED OVER
IN NORTH STONINGTON

Held in Check Wednesday Afternoon --

Another Blaze Near Preston Rifle
Range.

Within the past few days forest
fires have sprung up in several parts
of the county and much timber land
has been burned over. Although this
is Just the time of year when the
leaves are piled thick on the ground
and although there has been no rain
for several weeks past the fires do not
appear 'to be traveling very - rapidly,
which is probably due to the lack of
wind. "

In orth Stonlngton about a mile to
the east of the farm of H. Frank But-
ton fire broke out Tuesday morning
about 10 o'clock' and burned fiercely
until late Wednesday afternoon. In
that time over one thousand acres of
timber and brush land was burned
over. All day Wednesday Mr. Button
and a force of about a dozen men
were engaged fighting, the flames and
when they, left the woods about 4.30
o'clock Wednesday afternoon the fire
was practically out.

in Preston, near the rifle range, fire
which started Tuesday is- - raging
among the dry timber and brush aVl
a force of men were still fighting the
fire late Wednesday evening. Among
those fighting the flames was Clar-
ence Sholes, who owns considerable
timber land there which has been
damaged. - The fire is about a mile
from his house and it is not expected
that it wiil approach near enough to
cause any additional anxiety.

A large fire is reported to be mov
ing across acres of tiraberland in the
vicinity of Versailles, while the report
comes from Flainfjeid that-anoth- fire
is raging there, t Gangs of men were
out fighting both fires on Wednes
day.
